SEC. 195. FINDINGS; SEVERABIBITY. 42 USC SO0gg 


(a) PINTS. RELATING TO EXERCISE OF COMMERCE CLAUSE Bee 
AUTHORITY.=Congress finds the following in relation to the provi- 
sions of this title: 

(1) Provisions in agrounv health vlans and health insurance 
coverade that impose certain preexisting condition exclusions 
impact the abilitv of emplovees to seek emplovment in inter- 
state commerce. therebv impeding such commerce. 

(2) Health insurance coverade is commercial in nature and 
is in and affects interstate commerce. 

(3) It is a necessarv and prover exercise of Conaressional 
authoritv to impose reauirements under this title on aroun 
health plans and health insurance coverage (including coverade 
offered to individuals previouslv covered under arounp health 
pans) in order to promote commerce amona the States. 

4) Conaress. however. intends to defer to States. to the 
maximum extent practicable. in carrvina out such requirements 
with respect to insurers and health maintenance oraanizations 
that are subiect to State reaulation. consistent with the vrovi- 
sions of the Emplo Retirement Income Securitv Act of 1974.
